deayour attained unto ſuch Horſes as be truly good, and 
for thy turn 3 the ſecond thing to be thought of,is,if they 
be not already made unto thy hand,asrhou defircſt to have 
them, that thou then do procure ſuch a Rider, who is 
known to be a Maſter of his Art, or otherwiſe thou wilt 
bz much deceived, and far to ſeek of enjoying thy witned 
deſires; and therefore] have given thee in(trudtions how 
to make thy choice of ſuch a Man, whereby thou ſhalt 
not,be wronged in thy expectation, nor thy Horle mar- 
red inhis firſt making and handling,Neither have I taken 
upon.me to teach him his Art, (for that were a thing ve- 
ry impertinent ) but thoſe documents which I have ſet 
thee down muſt ſerve only to (ſhew thee how thou ſhoul- 
deſt ſoon find, whether the Rider may be-for thy turn or 
not. 

The third thing whichthou art to take to thy conſidera- 
tion, is, the good or harm that may come unto thee by 
the choice thou makeſt of thy Groom, 'or Keeper who 
may either through his:ignorance,or inconfideration,ſoon 
make htmſclf unfit both for thy. own uſe,or any mans elle ? 
out of which reaſon Thave depainted thee a Groom in his - 
lively colours; and if his conditions and qualities ſhall be 
otherwiſe. than what I have delineated,ailure thy ſelf thou 
doſt run a manifeſt hazard of marring that Horſe, thou 
didſt- hopeſhould have been to thy hearts deſire : And for- 
aſmuch as it 1s a matter very much praiſe-worthy to be a 
Maſter of good: Horſes, to. have them made. perfe& and 
ready,ta have ſuch Riders;Keepersand Grooms, as be very 
peritein their faculties z yetif thy Stable be not every way 
fitting and _correſpondent,much difprofit and 1n convent- 
..ence may. thereby ſoon redound to thy Horle.L have ther- 
fore preſcribed thee the means how thou mayeſt have a 
perfect and good;Stable, ,with all commodities and accou- 
trements thereunta belonging - and rtherefore1it thou wilt 
be pleaſed tomake uſe of thele my rudiments,and punQu- 
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To the "Reader. 
ally obſerve theſe my grounds and principles, aſſure th 
ſelf thoa wilt in ſhort time aſpire to that which will be thy 
honour and renown. 

And to the end thou mayſt che more perfectly and 
ealily underſtand the full drift and ſum of this my firſt 
Book,T will here give unto thee an Epitome of it in a few 
lines, which may do thee much pleaſure in the peruſal 
thereof, : 

In the Introduction I ſhew thee how needful a crea- 
ture the Horſe is beyond all_others, and what admirable 
things Horſes in former times have perpetrated and done; 
whereof I producethe inſtances of the famous aQts. of ſun- 
dry brave and generous Horſes, whoſe love to their 
Maſters have been fo great, as hardly to b2 credited, if 
ancient Hiſtories, and Annals of good integrity had not 
engraven them in the memory of never dying poſterity. 
We read of * Bucephalus, what he did for the good, life, 
and ſafety of his Maſter ; of the Horſe of Dionyſus, with 
what undaunted courage he comported himſelf in battel 
for the relief and ſaccour of his Lord ; it is recorded alſo 
of the Horſe of Artiechxs, what 11] ſucceſs befel Centuret- 
i#5, who, when he had ſlain .Antiochws,would needs back 
the Horſe of his ſlain Maſter. It is alſo noted what inly 
love XNzcomedes his Horſe bare to his Lord and Maſter, 
which after his death of meer grief famiſhed himſelf. We 
read of Acthor, the Horſe of 'Pal/as, who was evidently . 
obſerved and ſeen to weep at the Funeral of his Maſter. 
Silizs makes report of two famous Horſes called *Pelorns 
and Crews, the one eminent for his proweſs and hardineſs 
in War, and the other for his unparallelled Swiftneſs. 
Moreover we may read, how that this poor creature hath 

ſo well merited of man, as that many have erected Monu- 

ments and Sepulchers, celebrated Exequies, builded and 
founded munificent, Cities, ſet up Pyramides, made Epi- 


taphs, erected goodly Statues, inſtituted Plays and Games,

and all theſe in honour of the Horſe 3 beſides many other 
remarkable things right worthy of note. 

In the way of Breeding, I do intimate unto thee the . 
manner how, the ſcafon when, the Place where,together 
with the colours, marks, and ſhapes, as well of thy Stal- 
lions, as of thy Race, or Stud Mares, and from what de- 
fets they muſt be free, what 6gns are beſt wherein to co- 
ver, what courſe to take with them that they may con- 
ceive, What exercife is fitteſt for them as well when they 
be with Fole, as after foling, how to cheriſh thy Mares 
when their Colts ſhall run by them, and how to breed up 
thy Colts till they come to handling, backing, andriding, 
with other circumſtances very neceflary to be known':and 
thus much briefly tor the firſt Book. 

The ſecond Book conliſteth chiefly of the manner how 
thou mayſt cure all ſuch diſeaſes ww maladies (both in- 
trinſecal and extrinſecal ) whereunto either.;the life of 
the Horſe, or. any of his limbs or members may. be any 
way endamaged or in danger. This I have handled by 
way of familiar Dialogue, which I hold to be beſt, for 
avoiding of prolix and over-tedious diſcourſes 3 by rea- 
ſon it will very much help the memory of the Reader, and 
keep his mind the better attent upon the ſtate | of the 
Qyeſtion or ſubjet in hand; and by that means Imay my 
{elf be the better able alfo to explicate and deliver my 
meaning much more cleerly. In which Dialogue, I have

. In other Chapters 1 go clean through the whole Al- 
phabet,according to the method uſed in the fourth Chap- 
ter 3 and therefore let this abſtract ſuffice for the preſent. 
And foraſmuch as I have diſcourſed the former things of 
breeding, &c. in my firſt Book 3 .yet my intention was 
not at; the firſt to! trench ſodeep into that ſubje&, but to 
ſhew principally the Ferriers Craft and Art, out of an 
earneſt deſire. I have to excite and (ſtir up our youn 
Gentlemen to aflume ſome knowledge of a Myſtery ſo 
neceſlary for them to apprehend, or at leaſt-wiſe to have 
a.-glimpſe: of, conſidering how rare a thing it is to find 
a 8kilfyl : Ferrier among our rural or Country Smiths. 
For if the Nobility and Gentry of this our Ifle of Great 
"Britain did truly kaow how honourable, and how com- 
mendable Horſe-man{hip, were, and, how. much they. are 
eſteemed - and: admired; who; are the true profeſſours 
thereof, they, would- labourimore than.they now do, to 
breed and have good Horſes : but it much troubleth me

to ſee how little! eſteem Gentlemen now a days have 
thereof, Some Horſes'they have, though not for Me- 
nage, yet for Hunting 3 but what manner of Hunting ? 
Fox-hunting forſooth, or Harriers, which be as fleet as 
petty Grey-hounds wherewith -they do ſo much over- 
{train the ſtrength of their poor Horſes (forcing them 
over deep Fallows, tough Clayes, and wet'and rough 
lands) that albeit thoſe Horſes be ſtrong and able, yet are 
they ſo toiled out therewith, as that when they come 
home at night, they would pity the heart of him who 
loveth a Horſe, to fee them ſo be-mired, blooded, ſpur- 
_ red, lamentably ſpent, tyred out : Whereas, if ſuch Horſes 
had been ridden to the great Saddle and Cannon, they 
would have infinitely delighted all men,who ſhould have 
beheld them. 
- Butlet me leave them unto'their toilſome ſports, and 
let my ſpeech be directed to ſuch Heroick and Generous 
ſpirits, who have a deſire to inform and better their un-

Alex- 
ander, before-mentioned, founded an opulent City in honour 
of Bucephalus, and gave it his name,and celebrated his exequies. 
The Eayptians erefted moſt magnificent Pyramids, and ſumptu- 
ous Sepulchers to ſuch Horſes as had ſerved: them well in their 
wars. Oftavius Ceſar, and after him, Adrian the Emperour, | 
interred their Horſes with great pomp and ſolemnities, and . 
cauſed famous Epitaphs to be ingraven upon their monuments. 
The Emperour Commedus did the Like to his Horſe Parſinns, 
and commanded that he ſhould be buried in the Yatican. Romu- 
las did inſtitute Playes and Games called Equiria, in honour of 
Horſes, and cauſed them to-be preſented in the field of Mars. 
The Xrhiopians did ſo. highly eſteem of theſe noble creatures, 
as that. they. armed- their Helmets with the. skins of Horſes, 
luffering their. ears to remain: on, and they did wear: their 
Tails, upon. their Creſts, like as now a-dayes:men uſe their- 
Plumes. -- Other Nations have done the like,. who held Horſes 
in no little eſteeny ., We read-of a Roman Emperour;whomade 
his.

the Sea, is ſirnamed Hippins ;, by reaſon that (as the Poets do 
fable). the firſt Horſe, that wasever ſeen, received his origin 
from him, or from a ſtone whereon Neptune had poured water: 
There remaineth much more to be ſaid in honour of the Horſe, 
than there.hath been already delivered. Wherefore omitting 
further Encomiums and Attributes, I haſten to matters of : 
greater conlequence. Sithence therefore the caſe ſo ſtandeth, 

© that this dumb Creature is by Almighty God given unto-man, 
as a Creature of ſo .uſeful importance.z what thankfulneſs 
then are we bound to give unto him for ſo. great a Bleſſing and 
Benefit! And therefore what diligence is required of us; yea, 
and what carefulneſs ought we to uſe, in travelling to attain 
to this ſo neceſſary a Creature in the moſt exat manner we are 
able? Nor can this poſlibly be acquired to our: true conttangs 
unleſs 
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unleſs we do apply our beſt endeavours herein; for the Anti- 
ents have this Proverb, Al rare and excellent things are bard to 
compaſs. And therefore we ought to apply all care and induſtry 
to attain unto good Horſes, which can never be ſo well done, 
as by breeding them for they muſt be the Horſes that will be 
beſt able to ſerve us in thoſe offices whereunto we ſhall intend 
them, according as hereafter ſhall be moſt exactly illuſtrated.

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CHAP. 
Of the beſt manner of Breeding. 


Here are ſo many diverſities of opinions, ſo mainly de-- 

| fended pro & con, that make men fearful to bring thar” 

" to publick view, . which long practice and experience 
hath brought them to know and underſtand to be moſt true and- 
infallible: Nevertheleſs I preſuming, that the more: judicious 
may peradventure favour my Reaſons and Grounds; allowing 
them at leaſt for probable and good, if they ſhall adventure 
to make trial, which if they be pleaſed ſo todo, 1 am confident : 
they will both allow and approve of this my manner of breed- 
3ng, above all other ways heretofore' practiſed ; who finding 
it to be much better, will never be brought from the ſame me- 
thod: and therefore I would not have any man.to.condemn me 
before he.ſhall firſt have made tryal. 
My Counſel therefore is, that ſuch-generous Spirits, unto-: 
whom Almighty God hath extended his benign hand, would - 
take to their conſideration, how needful a thing it is for them - 
tolay hold upon this ſo noble and profitable a bleſſing and bene- - 
fit, by applying their beſt. care and diligence.to breed good, - 
able and ſerviceable Horſes, which may be aseaſily performed, - 
and in a manner with as little coſt, as'in breeding Jades and : 
Baffles, unuſeful and unprofitable. For by procuring a good: 
and able Stud of choice Mares, and by. endeavouring to-get' 
ſele&t Stallions, which for mettle, ſpirit, ſhape; colour; marks,. - 
and the like, ſhall be known to be rightly bred, and truly gene- 
rus, as well (1 fay) the Mares as the Stallions ; and theſe, - 
| B. 3 young; 
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' young, handſome, of ſize indifferent, that 1s, neither too ſmall, 
nor too large, long legged, or under-bodied ; -but well knit, 
limb'd, and jointed; it will be beyond all peradventure, but 
that you ſhall have Horſes fit wherewith to ſerve your Country 
upon all occaſions, and your own turn,and your friends,and ac- 
auire.to your felf no ſmall honour and commendations both 
from your Prince, and the Weal Publick. Ard this the bet- 
ter to be performed, you muſt underitand that ſome things are 
neceſlary to be confidered. Firſt, that your grounds be fit for 
breeding, and thoſe not to be ſuchas be low, wet, fenny, moo- 
-riſh, or mariſh ; but they muſt be Paſtures upland, hilly, and in 
ſome places ſtony and rocky, for Grounds of this nature are 
very profitable for your Colts, to {cope, run and play in it 
helpeth their wind, it knitteth their joynts; and hardeneth 
and maketh tough their hooves : Some of your Grounds ought 
alſo not to. be without Underwoods, Buſhes, Furſels, Broom, 
and the like; theſe will ferve for ſhelter at what time the cold 
winds do blow. z the reſidue of your Grounds ought to. have. 
_ Lawns and Plains, where ſhould be better graſs than the for-. 
mer. and in thele Lawnes, is necdful there ſhonltd be preat 
Oakes, and ſuch like Timber-trces for them, whereby to. ſhel- 
ter them irom the ſcorching Sunn theextream heats, eſpeci- 
ally. during the time of the Cznicular days; and theſe trees will 
alſo deiend them from the buzzing & ſtinging Fly, which other- 
wiſe wouldpgreatly annoy and-afflift them: You muſt alſbaccom- 
modate your. Grounds. with partitions convenient, as well for 
change,which ſometimes is meſtrequiſitezas alſo whereby to ſe- 
gregate each ſort of Cattel by itſelf; as your young and old,raſe 
or breeding Mares! by-themfelves,your weanlingsby themſelyes, 
your.Fillies by themſelves, and your ttoned, Colts by ther- 
ſelves! according as your beſt judgment ſhalf diftate; other- 
wiſe your breed will bein confaſion and come to.nothing,and ſo. 
you may run the hazard to lo both your coſt and” pains.Places 
-mylſt be alſo made apart, wherein both your Mares with fole,. 
and thoſe who have their Colts ſacking upon ther, may run by . 
themſelves with all quietneſs and retiredneſs; and;every. of 
theſe partitions muſt be ſo ſufficiently fenced}. as that. no one 
Fort of- cattel can break into the other. And I do yet further 
adviſe, that theſe Grounds-be well furniſhed with feet and 


whole- 
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wholeſome water, whereof ought not to be any want, either 
in Winter or Summer ; for otherwiſe you may endanger the 
taintiftg and ſurfeting of them. _ 

Furthermore, that certain Sheds and Hay-houſes be erected 
for them to be fed in, during the time of the Winter, when 
graſs is ſcanty, and not fo much nouriſhing, and the cold . 
Winds, Froſts, Rains, and Snows, may greatly pinch and an- 
noy them : in which houſings,would be ſet up Racks and Man- 

ers whereat to feed then) ; there would alſo be laid clean ſtraw 
or. them to lye upon, which will very much comfort and keep - 
ther warm - But above all; the greateſt care muft be had to 
the fences in general,whether wall (which 1s-evermore the beſt) 
pale, quickſets, broad ditches, or high bankes, leſt-they ſhould - 
at any time break forth, , and, treſpaſs your. neighbours to. Ba- : 
ſtardize, and wrong your breed. And you ought alſo to in-: 
ſitite a truſty and diltzent BaylifFor ſervant, whoſe only fun- - 
Aion ſhould be to make his fence-walk morningand evening, as 
_ quely as any well experienced Keeper or Wood-man doth his 
Pale-walk, to ſe that his fences be faſt, and his Cattel fafe : 
and let. him not failevery day, once at- the leaſt,.to take atrue. 
tale and inventory. of every ſort of Cattel he hath in his ſeve- 
ral Grounds, for fear any ſhould be miſſing, or ſome misfortune 
befaln any of them ; and if he ſhall find any wanting, let him 
not reſt ſearching, until he hath found it ; and if ir be-in dan- 
ger or ſick, let him not give over himſelf if-he can,..C Otherwiſe ].: 
let him haſte to call.company and ſtrength enough) to free it 
out-of harmes way. : 7 ER 

Now as touching the grounds themſelves, as-I would not : 
have them too rich, or too rank and deep with graſs; ſo muſt 
they not be too barren, ſhort and moſlie; for as well in this 
ſabjeCt, aSinall other things, the golden mean 15 evermore to, - 
be preferred. Having thus provided your ſelf a Stud: of the-: 
choiceſt and ableſt Mares, for age, colour, ſhape and marks, - 
your Stallions alfoof like attributes, your care muſt be to fee -- 
your Mares well covered, for in this chiefly conſiſteth the life 
and quinteſence of your breeding. Be you- therefore marvyel- | 
\ tous careful, that neither your Stallion nor Mare have any of: 
theſe enſuing defects ; viz. neither Moon-eyes, watry-eyes,or 
bloud-ſhotten-eyes,orother defect in their eyes or ſight,no taint 
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in their Wind by Glanders or otherwiſe, fio way. ſubjeCt to 
Mainge, Mallender, Sellender, Splents, Spaven, Curb, Ring- 
bone, Scratches, Kybed heels, or any other the like forances; 
that they be not Cock-thropled, . but their' Throples very 
look ; for let either Stallion or Mare have any of theſe mala- 
ies, then be yon well affured their Colts will take them as 
hereditary from their Parents : Infomuch as when you eſteem 
your ſelf confident of ſuch young Horſes, you ſo much deſired 
20 be maſter of,you will be miſtaken 3 for inſtead of a Stirrier 
or Horſe for manage, you have bred him fit for nought elſe 
but the plough ; and in the place of a Hunter,he proves a Mill- 
horſe; and-in hope you had a Horſe for a Courſe,he proves for 
no better uſe but the Cart ; and him you deſire to have for 
your own Pad-fſaddle, you will be conſtrained to fell him to a 
Carrier, to bear a Pack-faddle with a burthen. _ x25 ob 
To come to intreat of the-:time moſt fitting for covering 
'your Mares, let that be ſo done, ther they may caſt their Foles 
in the dead of Winter ; aseither in December or January. for 
during their time of going with Fole, to wit, from the day 
of their Covering, unto that of their Foling, is commonly 
twelve moneths, and ten days ; Yet ſome do aver, they do 
wanteleven days of twelve moneths, of which computation 
there is juſt three weeks odds ; Others again do affirm, that a 
Mare goeth but only eleven moneths and ten days, wherein is 
greater odds z but_| have found it to be a moſt certain rule 
which never did fail me (unleſs in a young Mare upon herfirlt 
Colt, who will want ſome few days of the ordinary account) 
and long and frequent experience hath made meto be very per- 
fe&t, that'a Mare goeth (unleſs ſome miſchance or other acci- 
dent hath otherwiſe occaſioned} twelve moneths and tendays : 
For when at any time I have been preſent when a Mare hath 
been covered, 1 have in the very minute entred into my Alma- 
nack, the very day and hour in which ſhe took the Horſe ; and 
zcaufe I would not be deceived, I have been preſent at her fol- 
ing, and I have found the time never to fail me. And therefore 
could wiſh all breeders to obſerve with me the ſame courſe, 
and they ſhall find this account to fall out juſt as 1 have deli- 
vered. Tf your Mare be covered about S. Lucies. day,. which is. 
the thirteenth of December, then will ſhe fole about S. Thomas

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- day, the fame moneth in the year following : But before you 
ſaffer her to be covered, let neither the Stallion nor Mare be 
at: graſs, but taken 1nto the houſe, fix weeks or a moneth at the 
leaſt ; during which time, it them be both very well fed with

11s moſt ſoveraign to cauſe conception, it provoketh ſeed abun- 
dantly, 1t openeth the pores in the Body, and cauſeth the Mare 
to keep the ſeed ſhe receiveth from the Stallion ; moreover 
this drink comforteth the womb and matrix very much : ſo as 
it is great, odds but that ſhe being thus ordered, will be ſped 
- and conceive, unleſs ſhe be a Mare of great ſterility; which ſup- 

poſed, ſhe is not to be kept for a race or breeding Mire. -- 
Moreover, if you be deſirous to have your Mare to conceive, 
a Horſ-colt, rather than a Filly; obſerve then this leſloa I 
ſhall here give you, and you ſhall find it an infallible rule, which 
will never Miſs, viz. At what-time you would have your Mare 
'to be covered, Let it be done when one of the firſt ive maſcu- 
line Signs do reign, which are either Aries, Taurwm, Gemint, 
Cancer or Leo; but if ſhe ſhall be covered when any of -the Fe- 
minine or watry {igns are predominant; -as #z#rgo, Livra,Scorpioy 
Sagittarius, Capricorntus, Aquarim, Or Piſces ;, then be you con-. 
hdent it will be a Fill, for this havel often tryed, and found 
it ſeldom or never to fail me, eſpecially-if the Wind be either 
Weſt or North (but Welt is beſt) at the time of hercovering. 
And you will find this my rule to be moſt infallible, for expe- 
rience hath taught it me : And 7 have attained unto more know- 
ledge by experience, than | was ever able to aſpire unts, either by 
reading and: ftudy, or by hearing what others have dittated, taught, 
C or 
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or: told me: For we have a maxim, Experience # the beſt and ableft 
miſtreſs, and moderatrix. OD 
Now for the manner of the covering of your Mare, let her 
be brought into ſome place abroad, and there faſtned to ſome 
ſtrong poſt,then bring out to her ſome ſtoned Jade firſt todally 
with her, and he will provoke her toan aptitude and deſire of 
coity » which done, let the Stallion be led forth towards her, 
betwixt two or more luſty ſtrong men who may be able to ma- 
ſter him if he ſhould prove unruly, and let him leap her; and let 
this be done in a morning betimes faſting ; which done, eno- 
ther man ſtanding by with a pail of cold water ready in his 
hand, in the very time when the Horſe is diſmounting, let him: 
caſt the cold water upon her ſhape, which by reaſon of the. 
coldneſs, the ſtrength of the caſter, and the ſuddenneſs there- 
of, will cauſe her to ſhrink in, and truſs up her body, and it. 
will be the means to make her retain the ſeed in the matrix; 
otherwiſe the womb would not peradventureÞ ſoon encloſe it,. 
but for ſome time after, howſoever the womb would draw to- 
gether, but not to ſuddenly, whereby upon the Mares motion: 
there might be {ome da''ger of diſſolving. Take then away the: 
Stallion;and let the Viare be put into ſome remote place alone, 
from ſight and he-ring of other Horſes and Mares, but let her 
neither eat nor driiik in four hours after, neither let her have 
any water at all till night, and then give her either a ſweet 
maſh, or white water. After ſhe hath been thus Covered, you 
ſhall know whether or not ſhe hath either conceived, or loſt, 
or caſt her ſeed, by many evident ſymptoms which will appear 
to your eye ; for if ſhe retain a good ſtomach to her meat, and 
{o continueth, if ſhe do not neigh at hearing or ſight of other 
horſes, if ſhe do not pus oft times in the day, caſteth not her- 
eye about gazing continually at every note ſhe heareth, prick- 
eth not up her ears, and that in three or. four days after her 
covering, her Belly ſeemeth to be more gant, her hair more 
flick and cloſe to her skin, ſhewing of a brighter colour, and- 
ſhe ſeemeth to fall away and become lean : if (i fay) any of theſe 
Symptoms do appear in her, then is it an evident ſign ſhe hath 
kept her ſeed and conceiveth, buÞit the-contrary appear in her, 
then hath ſhe loſt it and ingendred not. | 
But as for offering her the Horſe again ten days after; toge- 


ther 
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ther with ſuch like circumſtances, I hold them impertinent for 
this place, being fo frequently known and praftiſed, and there-. 
fore my labour may well be ſpared. But tor her keeping and 
ordering after her Covering, let her not drink that ſhe deſir- 
eth, but continue her with the ſame diet which formerly ſhe 
had before her covering for three weeks or a month after, leſt 
the ſeed might fortune to be impaired, before the Colt be ſuf- 
ficiently formed in the womb; and let her be kept ſweet and 
Clean as may be, and that without any labour or exerciſe dur- 
ing that three weeks or month: After which term you may, if 
you pleaſe, inure her to moderate labour, wherein havea ſpe- 
cial care of four things : Firſt, that ſhe be not at any time gal-_ 
loped, or run off from her wind : Secondly, that ſhe be not put 
to carry heavy burthens : Thirdly, that ſhe be neither laboured 
or travelled in extream heat : And laſtly, that her exerciſe be 
not ſich which may proyoke her to ſweat violently ; for, eye- 
ry of theſe things will cauſe her to miſcarry. ri 
She being thus with fole ; ſhe muſt be kept in the houſe untul 
mid-May at leaſt, and then let firſt her ſhoes be taken off, her 
feet pared well, the fruſh and heels opened, and plates after the 
manner of running ſhoes (but not to come home to the heels) 
ſet on; let her run in the drieſt Ground you have, yet not ſo 
ſhort of graſs, but that ſhe may at her caſe fill her belly at leaſt 
once aday ; and about the latter end of September, (if not be- 
fore) Tet her be very carefully taken into the houſe, but ſo 
quietly, that you ſhall not endanger the hurting of her belly, 
either by the ruſhing of other Horſes and Mares againſt her,or 
through her unruly leaping, or inconliderate bruſhing againſt 
poſts,doors, or the like. Let her be kept thus in the houſe to the 
Lime of her foling, and ler her diet be as before is preſcribed. 
And when the time of her foling approacheth, let her keeper 
attend czrefully upon her, putting her intzo ahouſe convenient 
for her, unhaltred and untied, leſt in foling, the Colt receive 
damage, by reaſon that Mares do commonly caſt their foles 
| ſtanding : Wherefore let not the room whereinto you put her; 
be too ſtreight, but very warm (for warmthis a great comfort 
as well to Mares with fole, as in foling) and let good ſtore of 
{traw be layed, that the fole may taH from the Mare the foſter, 
and be in leis danger of harm ; andlet her (1 ſay) be Ch > 
G2 ior 
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for fear the Fole come not right, and ſo ſoon as ſhe hath foled 
and licked it dry, let her keeper preſently milk and ſtroak 
her, and that before the Colt do ſuck her ; which will both 
cauſe her to give down her milk, making the ſame to multiply, 
and alſo keep the Udder that the milk do not clod, which if it 
ſhould do; the Mare might happily in ſhort time become dry ; 
whereof if there be any peril, I then adviſe you to draw as 
much milk trom her as you can, and boll it with the leaves of 
Lavender, or Spike, and ſo bathe her Udder therewith warm, 
continuing ſodaily to do, until by this means you have broken 
' the curd, knobs, and knots, cauſing them to be diſlblved. Ard 
as for the water which ſhe is to drink for ſowe time after her 
foling\let if be etther ſweet maſhes,or-white water,and gmonth 
after her toling,give her a maſh;putting thereinto the powder of 
Brimſtone, or Savin,or the like,which will be a great preſerva- 
tion of the'Colt ; and then if ſhe be moderately l:boured either 
at Plough or: Harrow, if ſhe will draw, as well the Mare as 
Colt will proſper the better z. provided ſhe be kept from raw 
meat while ſhe remaireth in the Stable; by which means lt 
will the ſoon: r r-cover ſtrength, luſt and courage, end have 
ſtore of good i: 11k, which will cauſe the Colt to thrive the bet- 
ter, and to grow to be of the greater bone, which above all 
things is a matter of greateſt conſequence., And that you ſuf- 
ter not the Colt to ſuck the Mare when ſhe cometh from work, 
until ſhe be throughly cold, leſt thereby you ſurfeit the Colt. 
Thus muchI have thought fit to handle of this fubje&t; and 
albeit I have laboured herein to attain to brevity, neverthelefs 
the premiſſes well conſidered, 1 ſhall not greatly offend in pro- 
tixity, howſoever this-my manner of breeding being different 
from the old received! Cuſtomes, will not-( I do -affire me-) 
paſs void of cenſure. But as touching old cuſtomes, thus much 
I do aver, that as they are in many caſes of that force, as no 
law is able to abrogate ; ſo on the contrary part, many of 
them are ſo abſurd and ridiculous, as nothing can be- more; 
tor what faith the Civil Law ? Thiſechings which by event or ſuc- 
reſs of time are found to-be pernicions or hurtful, even thoſe things 
ought 10 be repea'ed, yea albeit they were at the firſt found profirable. 
Which ground holdeth good in nothing ſo much as in old Cu- 
ſtomes, for of their abſurdicies, I am-able to produce-inſtances _ 
nor 
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not a few ; howſoever with many, Ut is one of Hercules great- 
eft labours to beat many 4 man from his old Cuſtomes be they never ſo 


bad; albeit Cujrom i a meer Tyrant, and bis ſoveraigny m«ſt inſuf- 
ferable, 'as a grave Author very well obſerveth.

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CHAP. Il. 
How to-make and. order jour - Stable. 


« FAving thus waded into this myſtery of Breedize, I hold 


ita thing very behoveful to be handled, how your ſta- 
ble ought to be accommodated. Firft therefore your 


ſtable ſhould be ſituate where the air is wholſom, pure and good, - 


and the ground dry - the ſtruQture would be either of Free- 


Stone or Brick, but Brick is beſt, moſt wholſom and warmeſt; 


Beſides this benefit brick hath, which ſtone hath not, of being 


very dry, for Stone will weep, and ſweat drops of water againft : 
rain and miſty weather, which begetteth d mps, and cauſeth 
Rheumes in Horſes. Your ſtable ought not to have any unſa- - 
voury Gutter, Channel, or Sink near to it,no Jakes, Hogſties, 


or Henrouſt, whereby to annoy it. It would-bealſo cieled o- 
yer: head, and have ſtrong dores, with locks, bolts, and bars 
unto it. . The Rack would not be made too high or too low, 


but placed in an indifferent proportion, and ſo artificially ſet, - 
that neither the duſt or the hay>ſeeds may fall into his Mane, 


or upon his neck and face. The Manger would be ſet at an in- 


different height, made deep, and of one intire piece, as well : 


for ſtrength as for conveniency to be kept ſweet and clean. Let 


the flore be pitched with flint, and not planked. The windows - 
would be: made with handſom ſhuts. and caſement, and well * 
glazed, as well-to keep out cold and wind, as alſo (when there : 
may be cauſe) to let.in the cool and freſhair. Again, take heed - 
there be no lome wall or plaiſter ſo near as that the Horſe may 


reach thereto with his mouth : for vpen that he will gnaw; 


which may do him much prejudice, and be the cauſe of much /- 


dangerous ſickne(s ; for Lome and Lime are ſuffocating things, 


they will infect and purrifie the blood, endanger the Lungs, . 
and be no friead to his wind - neither ſuffer any dung xo lie near | 
him, .. 
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bim. Furthermore there-would be made a fair Loft, wherein 
to-lay hay, and convenient lodging chambers for your Grooms, 
whoſe nearneſs, together with their care and vigilancy might 
-Prevent many dangers and inconveniences which way accrue 
unto your Horſes by night. Alſo let a neat Saddle-houſe be 
contrived with Bings for Provender, and in 1t Preſles, wherein 
to lay up the Saddles, Bridles, and all other furniture apper- 
taining to Horſes, and an Aqueduft wherewith to bring water 
to the Stable. And'laſtly, other Stalls would be erected remote, 
wherein upon occaſion to {ſerve the ck from the ſound. Man 
other accoutrements there are belonging to a perfect Stable, as 
partitions with boards, poſts, an bars, -with pins driven into 
every poſt, whereon to hang BEridles and the like ; ſhelves alſo 
faltned to the wall ſerving for many uſes, to place neceſſaries 
-upon, &c. which being known to all-men, will be needleſs for 
mehere to repeat. 

But you may peradventure ſtartle at paving, rather than 
;planking your flore, preferring planks as warmer, and much 
better than flint or a pitched flore can be ; as alſo for that it is 
-2 new thing, little praCtiſed, -and ſeldom heard. 

But give me leave (I pray) a little to inform your under- 
Randing in this one point, by which means your judgement may 
fortune to bemuch bettered. Firſt thereiore whereas novelty 
may be objeed, 1ſhall moſt eaſily aſſoyl that point, even from 
the ſelf-ſame ground 1n the civil Law, whichlI inferted in the 
concluiion of ithe precedent Chapter, viz. That things found 
to be prejudicial ought to be inhibited; although they might 
be thought neediul, and good in foreknown times. For that 
paving of ſtables is better than planking them; I have reaſons 

Paving of not a few wherewith to ſatisfie a reaſonable man. Firſt, it is 
; gar evi much more durable and laſting, ſuppoling the flore to be pitch- 
han © ÞY an expert workman : Secondly, it le charges by much, 
planking, and therefore in that point better : Thirdly, for a Horſe to 

1. MFandcontinvally upon a pitched Rlore, it emboldneth his feet 


2. and treadjng the more ; Fourthly.it is the moſt excellent thin

ſhrinking, the Horſe (eſpecially if he be a ſtirrier who is ac-

the ſcorching heats will ſo exiccate and dry: the planks, which 
will cauſe them to warp; and the pins which hold. them down 


to the joylts will rot; 2nd ſo the planks give: way,- eſpecially - 


when horſes ( who not being handled in ſome moneths before ) 
becoming wild,. rammage and unruly, are newly brought into 
the ſtable, who feeling the planks to move, yield-and give way. 
under them, will fall from ſtarting thereat, to flinging, leap- 
ing,bounding and plunging:till they have diſlocated the planks, 
and thereby have endangered both themſelves, the relidue of 
their Fellows, and thoſe who might come to their help and ſuc- 
cour, which is a thing very frequent in a flore of this nature : 
Fourthly, whereas you may imagine that a planked flore is 
. warmer than a paved or pitched, do know the contrary ; for 
your pitched flore hath novaults,or channels under them,like as 
hathyour planked,wherewith to convey the water which paſſeth 
from the Horſes: by which means the horſelyeth over a moiſt 
and dampitſh place and yanlt ; and beſides that, the evil favour 
of the Horſe-piſs will be evermore in their noſe, which 4s moſt 
unwholſome, noyſome, and many cxmes the cauſe of much in- 


firmity ; neither can it in reaſon be ſo warm as is the pitched : 
flore, for that the chinks and awger-holes bored through the :-.

(which is a prime property appertaining to his office) .your 
horſe will then proſper, and like much better upon a pitched 
flore than hecan upon-a plankes ; provided. your flore be laid 


even, not higher before than 2!112d, more than ſo much that 


may make the water to avoid is hinder feet,where there ought 
to-bea fall gutter to cauie it to paſs away for in raiſing your 
flore {o much, I do abſtract from the ancient 1l] cuſtom, by 
reaſon that a horſe ſtandeth higher before than he doth behind, 
his hinder legs will ſwell, and fo. he becometh lame ; beſides, 
it giveth hima taint in the back and kidneys ; and toconclude, 
his long ſtanding in this-uneaſte manner begetteth-in the poor 
beaſt much pain and grief,and this occafioneth unto him (which 
would not otherwiſe be) the pres forth of Wind-gals;Pains, 
Scratches, and ſuch like noyſom ſorances. I 

Another thing may peradventure be thought ſtrange, which 
I have handled in the former Chapter, where l intreat of breed. 
ing ; in that I would have the time of the Mares foling to be 
either in December or January, this being in-the very depth of 
Winter, as well when the ſeaſon is commonly coldeſt, and 
when little or-no graſs 1s to be had, ſo as of neceſlity the Mare 
muſt be houſed, and fed-with hard -meat, whereby her milk 
will be in ſo ſmall a proportion, as either to endanger the 
ſtarving of the Colt, or elle at leaſtwiſe keep him ſo poor and 
feeblÞ, as not to be able to grow, thrive or proſper to any 
purpoſe. To fatisfie this ſcruple, I fay from long experience, 
that. the Winter ſeaſon for. a Mare to fole in, beyond all per- 
adventure, is the very beſt, -as well for the Mare as the Colt, 
ſappoſing ſhe he kept in a warm: houſe ; and as for her milk,

that albeit graſs cauſeth greater plenitude of milk, (which 1 


deny not) yet 18 not the ſame ſo good and nouriſhing : for the 
milk which the Colt ſacketh at graſs, is very thin, and watry ; . 
. andalbeit winter food begetteth not 'o great a quantity of 
milk, yet the fame wili be thicker, more ſubſtantial and of 


greater nutriment, (the Mare being very well fed) which will 
teed the Colt very iat, and make him more luſty and ſtrong, 
(as T have ſaid) than if the Mare the whole Summer and Win- 
ter through, and 1: all the extremity of heats and colds had 
been kept abroad. Moreover, the Colt, beſides the milk he 
_draweth from the Mare, will allo feed with her upon Hay,Oats, 
Bran, and ſuch like food, which. will do him much pleaſure : 
But ſome azain will ſay, that their teeth are fo tender; as thar 
they will not be able to chew and eat ſuch king of hard meats ; 
I anſwer, they are very much miſtaken, for, not only my ſelf 
alone, but ſundry others have with me been eye-witneſſes of 
the contrary ; therefore this needs no further ſolution. And 
whereas it hath been objected unto'me, that that Colt which 
is foled in ay, or Solſtice, -1n that feaſon, the Mare will have 
ſtore of milk, thus much I do ingenuouſly confeſs, but then what 
manner of milk will it be ? None other than ſuch as ſhall be 
marvellous thin and watriſh (as I {aid before) which abundance 
will alſo fail, even when the Colt hath moſt need thereof,that 
15, when the Colt beginneth to come up to ſome ſtrength, and 
at what time he ſhould receive moſt nutriment ; to wit, when 
the winter cometh on, whoſe Snows, Froſts, cold rains, and 
Flonds will not a little nip and pinch the Colt,and enfeeble the 
Mare in ſuch terrible and deſperate manner, that ſhe will want 
her former plerity of food; ' warm and dry lodging, and other

CHAP. IV. 
Of the Marks, Colours, and Shapes of Horſes. 


T HE next thing befitting our ſubjedt, is to ſpeak (albeit 
briefly) of the Colours, Marks, and perfect ſhapes of 
Horſes : Wherein I will firſt deliver other mens opinions 
and laſtly mine own. Some there be who hold that Colours,

and will not your ſelf prize him at a higher-rate than other- 
wiſe you would have done? yes aſſuredly; and hereof I make 
no queſtion. True it is, and I myſt confeſs no leſs, that. a 
Horſe may be very good, and perform his funCtion very well, 
who hath neither good colour, true marks or perfect ſhape ; 
nevertheleſs, theſe extrinſecal vertues are more frequently to

Wherefore becauſe theſe things are termed exteriour vertues,

The Brown-bay; Dun,Dapple-grey,lron-grey,if 
their extremities be black, are many times very good,if they'be 
well choſen.

Howto © KNOW the good or evil fight of a Horſe. Every Horſe (fait 

know the BE) hath a feather in his Face betwixt his eyes : if the ſaid fea- 
goodſght ther be high above the eyes, then hath he aſluredly a good and 
from rhe perfect light; but if the feather be below his eyes, the Horſe 
bad of 2 then hath oft-times a bad ſight : Obſerve this rule well, and 
Horie. you ſhall find it to be a thing moſt certain. He alſo giveth 0- 
ther marks touching the Legs of a WMrſe : which briefly are, 

that a horſe muſt have his fore-legs above the knees, to be 
ſtrong, flat and large, albeit the lower part of the kgs be 

ſmall ;” provided he have a good foot, which ſuppoſings he 
Whichbe may prove a horſe of long continuance. .. Another Author 
Jay fpeaking of the colours of Horſes, doth denominate them after 
2 Horfs, EhIS manner, viz. A Brown-Bay, a Black-Roan, or Black full 
of ſilver hairs, Cole-Black, Cheſt-nut, Dark-Bay, Fly-bitten, 

or White-Lyard The Brown-Bay is ſo highly eſteemed withall 
Nations, as that they do with one aſlent always rank him in 

the very firſt place of colours : the [talians and French do» {0 

much prize the Brown-Bay, as that they evermore call that co- 

tour Bayard. Loyal, the Loyal Bayard, or more properly, ac- 
cording to our Engliſh phraſe, truſty Bayard. The French, 

Itahans and Germans do very far commend and prefer three ſorts 

of Colours in Horſes ; to wit, the Brown-Bay, the Cheſt-nut, 

and the Cole-Black ; but they do evermore prefer the Brown- 

Bay to the firſt place. Maſter Blundevile, and. Maſter Mark- 

ham do-both accord in the choice of the-Colours of the Horſe, 

and they never do fail in preferring the Brown-Bay. to the 

frſt place. 

What ſhall I need ſpeak ary more of Colours ? I will now 

' proceed to their Marks, wherein, albeit in moſt things all in 4 
manner do agree ;; yet only in ſome few points there is ſome 

fmall difference, All generally affent in the white Star, and 

white foot, if the blaze be not too broad, or the foot too high

| mend the Horſe to have two white feet a croſs, to wit, the 
| far foot behind,. and the near foot before, like as had a Horſe 
| of the old Lord Sendes, being a Courſer, which he brought out 
| of /raly, with fo much chargg, labour and peril of his life, (as 
| his Lordſhip did ſundry times report unto me,) which was as a 
| dark bay, and his two. feet a-crofſe white; howſoever I have 
: known ſome Horſe-men diſlike of the ſame Marks, yet I could 
never hear the reaſons of their diſlike. 'A Knight of my ac- 
quaintance would highly commend the Horſe, who had a white 
oot, which was beſpeckled with black motly ſpots ;- affirm- 
ing that a Horſe ſo marked did betoken good mettle, great 
valour, and an heroick ſpirit ; for he would always call ſuch a 
Horſe Equus generoſus, a Horſe of a brave ſpirit. ; and this he 
would report was taught him by old Sir Henry Lea, that fa- 
. . mous Horſe-man, and no lefs excellent. Breeder, of whom this 
Knight bought many delicate Colts, ſome of which were thus 
marked. All good Horſe-men do atteſt,, that the Horſe with 
much. white upon his face, raw-noſed, ſheath, yard, tuel, and 
hoofs white, skin white, and legs hoſed, and wall-eyed, is ge- 
nerally weak, faint, of a cowardly condition,. tender, and waſhy 
of fleſh, ſubje&t to rebellion, reſtiffne, to ſtarting, ſtumbling, 
evil ſighted, ſubject to tire, dangerous to his Keeper, for bit- 
ing and ſtriking ; and in a ward, :of a moſt baſe and evil con- 
dition. .

by the means of a hair-brain, neglipgent,or inconfiderate Rider 
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or Groom. /. But I. may 1n this point be taxed: to hold a Para- 
dox:'; for. ſome may object unto me, that many times Horſes, 
whoare af the beſt Colours, beſt Marks, and trueſt ſhapes,do 
nevertheleſs prove arrant Jades, .reſtiffe, Rtubborn,- ill natured, 
_ ſabje& ta'tyring, and' the like : 1 anſwer, I acknowledge all 
this to be moſt true, for I have known Horſes, whompon their 
ſt view, have been in extrinſecal ſhew ſo hopeful, as that 


they have promiſed what a man could expett from them; which 


notwithſtanding when they haye come to the teſt; they have 
been a ſcandal to their ſex : but this is nota thing; frequent, 
for in every one of theſe who have thus miſcarried;' you ſhall

taught to lead, content to be ſhod, to be Back'd, Broken, Rid- 
den, Wayed, Mouthed ; and to :be brief, brought to his ut- 
moſt perteftion: By this time you will come to beable to know 
and underſtand his:true Worth, Vertue, Nature, Diſpoſition, 
and Quality, his Pace, his Rain, or Bearing, his- Toughneſs, 
Strength and ' Aﬀability, - his true worth and- goodneſs, and 
what other attributes are befitting a generous Horſe. -

and his Keeper.every way as ſufficient ; otherwiſe what defe&s 


of man a You ſhall find in-your: Horſez-are not to be attributed to. him, 


but either to his Rider, 'or tothe Groom. Wherefore your - 


—_ to care muſt be, that both Rider and Groom be known ſufficient, 


leſt for-want: of: true'Science,:'your Horſe may: eft-ſoons be - 
brought toafſumeſuch finifter conditions, from which he will 
not be weaned in a long tinieafter-:; Wherefore if your:Rider -* 
be known to be an able man, and your Groom ſufficiently * 
Skitfut;, you muft therexpe&t thatperfedtion from your Horſe, * 
you ever hoped. For my part thus much I aver, that this 
Noble Science (Noble, 1 calfit, for that it 1s a Faculty well be * 
ſeeming a truly Noble Gentleman ) is an art wherein I have 
been verſed and travelled"for more than forty years, as well at . 
home, as in-parts abroad; in which I have moſt diligently - 


© conſumed much time; as well to the labour of my body and - 


mind, as to my no-ſmall-expenſe ; and-it doth not a little 
trouble me that in places where 1 come here in England, I do 
find ſo few Horſe:men, {(confidering it'is an Iſland that doth a- 
bound in Horſes,- whereof no'Kingdoms under Heayen more) 
and yet ſo many Braggadochies there be, who will ſo crack and 


boaſt of their. Skill in *this' Heroick Science z and when I (Mall 
begin to diſcourſe with'thetn of Horſkmanſhip, 'they will talk{o 
{fillity, and fo. impertinently;”as makes me bluſh to hear them : 
inſomuch as] have much trouble with my patience in forbear- 
iag to let The Know their abſurd folly : aud if I byt ask them 

RR any 
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any calie queſtion concerning this myſtery, they, preſently fall 
into ſtrange and prepolterous diſcourſes, venting many incre- 
dible wonders, as far from ſenſe, and as high above the Moon, 
as the Moon-is aboye us, * and: they are as. poor, and as igno- 
rant in the true cature and Knowledge of the Art, as not to be 
able to. underitand the very firſt grounds and principles in 
Horſemanſhip. Others there be, who have attained to ſo much 
ſuperficial ſpeculative knowledge by reading the Works of Ma- 
Ser Blundevile, Maſter 1arkbam, and others, getting thereby 
ſome glimpſe of ſpeculation, but leſs true prattice, (wherein is 
as much dilfevxence as betwixt us and the Antipodes) and there- 


| fore in wheat eſteem they either are or can be among Horſemen, 


is moſt ealie to be imagined. Others there are, who being ſo 
ative and dexterous, as to be able to fit a rough, unridden Colt, 
2a few-plunges, by faſt holding with both hands to the Mane 
.and Pummel, and by clinging with their Legs cloſe to the body 
,of the Horke, till by ſtriving and his violent difordered agita- 
tion, he hath put himſelf from off his Wind ; that will not 
tick preſently to promiſe to themſelves the true and entire my- 
ſtery of able Horlemanſhip. Others again'T oft meet with,who 


by ſometimes frequenting the Muze, where Riders uſe to.me- 


.nage;z who atiter have made no bones to cry themſelves up for 
as good and 25 able Horſemen as any in England. Others I do 
very well know, who by reading have made ſome petty pra- 
ice, howtoever (God knows) to very ſalt purpoſe (fo far 
-forth as their diminutiye $kiil was able to extend) upon ſuch 
(not rightly bred Geldings, and fmall Nags of their. own) 
wherein they have aſſymed unto themſelves ſo much pretend- 
ed knowledge, as that they have in their disjoynted diſcourſes 
not ſpared to tzx the famous Atexanders, and other eminent 
Riders of this our Kingdom: for, Novices, and meer ignorant 
Horſemen. . Such (1 ſay) is the, vanity and arrogancy of theſe 
our days, in which ignorance darzth to adventure to traduce 
knowledge, and Vice lay an obloquy upon Vertus. For -anlefs 
A man da arrive unto the depth of profound knowledoe; he ſhall be de- 
rided ;,. but like as he either bath or bath at not, he ſhall be either 


commended or ſcorned, For you ſhall not. ſee one in a hundred or-- 


theſe pretenders af knowledge, who doth, ſo much, as-under- 
ſtand the terms of this generous myſtery 4 and therefore-I may 
Þ-. | truly 
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truly fay of them :' that zot to know theterms or principles, 4s to be 
ignorant of the Art it ſelf : And yet I have known ſome of theſe 


{0 impudently weak, as to take upon them to teach, whereat 


| have not a little marvelled, it being ageneral received rule, 
viz. It is impoſſible for a man to'teach that which he -never learned. 
And further a vererable Author faith, He that 'will -be his own 
Scholar, ſhall be ſure to have a fool to h's maſter. For afſuredly, 
great folly and weakneſs is to be ebſerved in that man, who ſhall take 
upon him to be a maſter or teacher, who never knew 'what it was to 
be a Scholar. | | 

But if you deſire to have your Colts-come to the height of 


'perfetion, let then your care be to turniſh your {elf of a good 
Rider, and ſuch an one who ts well known and cryedup to be. 


an exquiſite Horſeman. He muſt not be of life diflolute, or 
debaucht, nor of nature harſh, furious; 'cholerick, or *hair- 
brain?d: for the leaſt of either of theſe vices, are unbeſceming 
a perſon of this profeſſion ; but he muſt be of life ſober, and in 
his funCtion laborious and diligent, of complexion Flegmatick, 
and patient, he muſt be maſter of his paſſions; for-A wiſe man 
knoweth how to conquer and cvercome himſelf: for that Rider that 
1s cholerick, raſh, haſty, and ſoon provoked toimpatience,cm 
never make a good Horſeman, let him love the Art never-ſo. 
well; neither ſhall he be able to make a Horſe ſo perfect aso- 
therwiſe. he might have done, were he otherwiſe conditioned ; 
but let himapply his beſt endeavours,yet that Horſe he maketh, 
ſhall have defets, which his inconſiderate harſhneſs hath cauf- 
ed. . For if your [young Horſe be rightly organized, and as. 
well natured, as well mettled, and as correſpondent for-marks 
and colours, he ſeldom proves 1ll in the making, ſuppoſing his 
Rider be maſter of his Art : but if otherwiſe, by which means 
he do fall into imperfefLions or vices, it is not-much to be won- 


"dered at ; for thoſe his evil conditions and faults are not fo 


mich to. be imputed. to the Horſe as to. his Teacher : and as. 
touching curſtneſs and correttion to be uſed to young Horſes, 
we have a general rule in Horſemanſhip, which is,. that he: 
nt eried up for-a good Horſeman, who wanteth knowledg howto bring 
bh horſe to perfet;on by ſweet and gentle means, Tather than by corre- 
Gon and ſevere chaſtiſement : yet that correftion muſt ſometimes 
be uſed, no man'but'knoweth, to be- as neceffary as bis meat ; 
we vel 
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nevertheleſs let correfion be ſo conſiderately applyed, as not 
therein to exceed the limits and bounds of moderation ; Let it, 
I ſay, be dene ro amendment, and not to deſiruition or confuſion, and 
utter marring. of him © tor diſcretion ina caſe of this nature is a 
molt precious jewel, and highly to be valued; and when his 
Rider ſhall at any time correct him,. let it be done in the very 
inſtant when he offkendeth, and doth juſtly merit the fame; and 
not otherwike, for elſe he will not:know the cauſe why. he was 
chaſtiſed; whereby he becometh rather confounded than a- 
mended : ſo on theother tide, when the Horſe doth well, let 
him be cheriſhed and much made of, which will the better en- 
courage him 1n the ſame way of going forward-in well-doing. |.

with, he will be alſo reciprocal : Otherwiſe if his Keeper be 
harſh, furious, cholerick, and paſſionate, the:Horſe will be put 


belides his patience, ſtare, and ſee boggards.in ht Keepers face, 


become rebel}ious, fall to ſtriking, brting, and other vices, to 
' the often endangering as well of the life and limbs of his Kgep- 
er, as of his Rider, and others : For the old Proverb is moſt 
true, Patience once wounded or wronged, 1s ſoon turned into fury and 
rage. For the Horle is not faid to be Creatura rationalis, acrea- 
fre endowed with a reaſonable ſoul; but is, Greatura ſtimpliciter ani- 
niata, a creature which bath onty.life and ſenſe; as learned Philo» 
fophers do teach : a creature (1 fay) in whom is only life, ſenſe, 
and memory, but diicourſe he hath not, and therefore mult be 
governed by jadgment and diſcretion. If therefore your Grqqm 
bea manota looſe; evil, and debauchrt life, ar not otherwiſe 
able to govern, or to maſter his paſſions, he 1s wholly unfit to 
ſupply this place, and to take a charge of this nature ypon him: 
yea he muſt be a man of a boundleſs patience, hemuſt be judici- 
ous and diſcreet, by which means he may with the greater fa- 
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cility, and leſs difficulty bring his Horſe to be of the fame i-: 
dentity, parity, and eſſence with himſelf, their loves and. 
hearts truly united ; ſo as he may at pleaſure mould and faſhion- 
him into what form he delireth : He muſt contirfually toy,:

But Iam loath to wade any further into thisſabject, for this:

ed at the end of his days journies : the twelfth is, to. give him 
with his Provender ſuch powders and ſimples,, as are preſcrib- 
ed you in all thoſe Chapters which are by me mentioned.

fe : For as too much eating ( be the meat never ſo good and 
wholeſome) hindereth good digeſtion, and ingendreth Crn- 
dities, together with an evil habit of the Stomach ; fo like- 
wiſe too ſpare a diet doth as much weaken and decay nature, by 
reaſon that the heat which thereby will ariſe in the Nomach, 
will firſt over-charge, and afterwards conquer the Radical 
motſture; both which are friends to ſickneſs and death.

The fourth cauſe of long life is moderate uſe of flzeping and 
waking, for theſe are the maintenance of health ard long life, 
if they be had with moderation, and both are very noxious 0- 
therwiſe beyond meaſure. For inordinate watching is a main 
enemy to health ; for it waſteth and conſameth the vital ſpi- 
Fits, and it decayeth the Humidium Radtcale, Canſeth maceration 
and ſterility, .1t 1s an impediment to the operation of the Brain 
and ſenſe, it begetteth liccity in the Brain, ard aridity in the 
Marrow, agd worketh the evil effects ta the Liver and Langs. 
On the other fide, immoderate ſleep hindreth health, quench- 
eth the natural heat, and conſumeth the moiſture in the Body: 
far ſleep is but a vapour and aſcending from the ſtomach to the

colour, and It will be rather. ſoluble than hard ; but the indif-

cond putrifies the blood, and converts all its nutciment. into 
corruption, from whence proceeds the Yellows, Farcin, Fea- 
vers, Mainges, and other ſuch like peſtilent leprous and loath- 
ſome diſeaſes, which ſuffocating the heart, and clogging the 
Stomach, dilates and ſpreads it {elf univerſally over the whole 
body, leaving no member free, and confoundeth every facslty, and

It is good 
zpainſt all infeftious maladies, as Feavers of what nature ſoe- 
ver, all ſorts of Peſtilences, or contagious colds, Coughs, wet 
ordry, Glanders, Surfeits, inflammations in the blood, or 11- 
vr, Frenzies, Yellows ; it purifieth, refineth', and .purgeth 
the blood from all infeftion and corruption, it eaſeth the over- 
lowing of the gall, and the working of the ſpleen; in a word, 
i6cureth whatſoever diſcaſes the body of the Horſe may be in- 
wardly inclined unto; and it is thus made, v:z.

There be many cauſes that may .make a Horſe to 
forſake his meat, and yet not be ſick at all, and alſo by oc- 
calion of ſickneſs: that either coming upon him, : or elſe which 
hath already ſeized him. And firſt a Horſe may forſake his 
meat,” and forbear to eat for ſome time, no whit- ſick, as 
when he ſhall linger after Mares, or after Graſs'being weary 
of dry meat :- Again, -he may forbear his meat, and yet not 
beſick, by means of ſome accident or inconvenience bred in 
hun, or befaln unto him, as: by having the Langps, Barbs, 
Giggs, Bliſters, Bloody rifts; Tongue hurt, pain in the Teeth, 
or ſome ſuch like infirmity in or; about his Mouth, theſe may 
be cauſes that may induce him to forbear to eat, and yet the 
creature not ſick, but otherwiſe healthy. and hungry , and 
fan. would feed, but either cannot. or dare not. Alſo a 
forſe may- forſake his meat, being-through the inconſide- 
nteneſs of his keeper cloyed, whereby he-doth loath his 
meat; ſometimes through over Airings morning and even- 
ng, ſometimes again by ſuffering him to eat being very hot 
ater great ſweating, upon immoderate riding and toyl, or 
ater water or waſhing being very hot. Theſe and many 
more may be the cauſes why a Horſe may forſake his meat, 
ad yet not be ſick. And he may alſo forſake his meat, by

true nature of this diſeaſe, I have greatly laboured, as alfo 
how 'to cure the ſame. I have alſo had much conference 
with many of the moſt famous and exquiſite Marſhals and 
Farriers abroad, and I have ſeen very much of their pratiſe 
therein, ſo alſo have I very ſerious diſcourſes with a nutn- 
ber of our beſt Farriers and Smiths at home, but I find not 
one in twenty can ſpeak truly to any purpoſe of the nature 
of this diſeaſe, and therefore I do not wonder that they 
cannot cure a diſeaſe whereof they are ſo much to ſeek.

but one manner of Cure for the ſame. This Yer-coquin, or 
Low-worm i$a living worm which breedeth upon the backbone, 
running along the xeck, and ſo by degrees cometh to the head 
of the horſe, where with its hard beakit firlt prerceth thepam- 


cle, and then worketh it ſelf to the very hrain of the creature, 


where it lieth biting, gnawing, and feeding, cauſeth the Horſe 
to become enraged, and to die mad, if otherwiſe he. be not 
cured intime, and therefore the French Aariſhals do affirm, 
 thattheprimeremedy wherewith to kill and deſtroy this worm, 
1s, by fire, and they hold that it-cannot be deſtroyed any 6+ 
ther way.

Hippoſ. This diſeaſe of the Lungs is a malady which is firlt 
engendred of cold taken, and let run till the horſe be either 
fretized or putrified in the /angs, at what time they become in- 
flamed.and to come at laſt to rottenneſs and corruption - the 
means how to come to the knowledge of this infirmity is, that 
by careful obſervance you may perceive his flanks to beat,and 


his ribs to- work, but moſt chiefly when he congherh, wa 
tnen 
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then the more ſlowly they do beat and heave,the more oldand 
dangerous is the diſeaſe ; he will alſo draw his breath at his 
mſe ſhort, and yet weakly, and he will groan often,and prin- 
cipally when he lyeth down and riſeth up, and when at any 
time he cougheth, he will ſeem to chew ſome thing betwixr 
his teeth, and from his zoſe will iſue much corruption. The

GY, wW Hippo. This of all other is the worſt, vil- 
deſt, and moſt filthy, and it will cauie the Horſe to be ever 
rubbing,. ſcrubbing, and ſcratching. It is a formal Leproſe, 
and the French do call it the Ekphantick malady, by reaſonthat 
Elephantsare very much ſubjeCt thereunto. The hair will ſtare 
and in many places pill and fall away, and a lothſom Scurf,

Perfumes are very neceſſary to be applyed to horſes 
in ſome caſes, v3z. in Colds, Glanders, Rhumes, Murs,Pozes, 
Catars, &c. for the better expiation of which maladies, Per- 
fumes are admirable helps, for ſometimes they break a cold, 
ſometimes they diſſipate Ugo ng bumours which de annoy 
the head, brain and ſtomach of the horſe, ſometimes they ex- 
pel and cauſe the horſe to vent and ſend away at his noſe and 
moth much filth and corruption,” which doth ſtop, clog, and 
peſter his head and body, and ſometimes they do ſiccicate and 
dry up many bad humours which are ingendred in the head and 
braix, and fo likewiſe many vertues Perfumes have, whereof 
very many, of our Farriers here in England are moſt ignorant: 
for did they truly know the nature of Perfumes, and how 
rightly to apply them in their proper places, they might ea- 
fly do cures, for which they ſhould be not a little admired.

Hippoſ. Truly Sir, for any man to promiſe that, were 
great precipitation, only thus far he -may wade therein,as to 
give eaſe and help to a horſe that hath the Roz, for it is one 
thing for a hor/e to be rorren, and another thing for him to 
have the Kor, For a horſe to be rotten, is. to have his in- 
ward parts waſted and conſumed, or at leaſt ſo rortes as ne- 
ver poſlibly 'to be recovered, to wit, his Liver, Lights, &, 
But for a horſe to have a diſeaſe called the Ror, I do find the 
{ame to be either a formal dropſie, or elſe a diſeaſe fo allied 
neetly thereunto, as not to be diſtinguiſhed eaſily : As we fay, 
a Sheep is rotten, when his Liver 1s become foul and tainted; 
nevertheleſs men do eat the carcaſs, and do ayer it to be good 
meat, wherefore the Sheep is not rotten, but hath the diſeaſe 
called the Ror. This malady cometh ofttimes to horſes un- 
handled, to wit, in their youth, whilſt they be. yet Colts, 
which be bred, and do feed in Ferny, Marſh and wet grounds, and 
{0 times it. cometh to them after they have been backed 
ang ridden, when they have too hard and violent riding, be- 
ing yet but. young, whereby the blo0d-is firſt inflamed, and at- 
ter putrified and corrupted, begetting/obſtruCtions in the Li- 
ver, "and thoſe do cauſe putrifaction, and knots and ſo puſtils 
doengender in the Liver,which breedeth either a Dropſie, a Fel- 
trick, or aRot, The ſigns how to know this infirmity are 
theſe: After his journeys, his Hair will tare, his Legs ſwell 
and burn, and when you ſhall preſs the places ſwoln with 
your finger, upon taking your finger away, there will re- 
main a pit or dint, he will forbear his meat very much, and 
when he doth eat, it will be without any ſtomach or appetite, 
he will pant much, lift and beat in the Flanks many times , 
ne will {well under the Belly, neither will he caſt his Coat in 
ſeaſonable time, when other Horſes that be ſound do, and he 
w1ll be ſo faint of body, as that he will become Lunt, and -

meddle no further with him, for he is paſt cure; otherwiſe 
for nine days together after morning and evening. give him 
white Water only, unleſs now and then a Iweet Maſh, and 
ſometimes give him milk with his white water, if the,hor ſe 
be not above nine years old, and ſo you may cure him, but 
If he be elder, this may prolong his life, whereby he may 
do the more ſervice. This I never did experience, but a 
Noble Knight, and a very good friend, told me that he hath 
ro recovered ſundry horſes which hath been vilited-with this 
teaſe.

ceſſity be either in the foot, or in the nether joynt, in the Pa- 
itern, or inthe legg, inthe hamm, or -in the hough, in the 
ſtifling place, or joynt, or in the hip. If the grief be either 
in the leg, paſtern-or foot, if you do obſerve him well, you 
ſhall underſtand it by the very fame ſigns which 1 have incul- 
catedalready in the legs, paſtern, or feet, for that the ſigns 
be the 'very ſame; if it b@in the bending of the hamm, you 
may then ealily know it to bea pla Selander. If it be inthe 
hough, thenit 18: either a bone or blood-Spaven, which isea- 
fily enough to be diſcerned; or elfe it muſt come of fome blow, 
wrench, or ſtrain, neither then will the ſwelling eatily appear, 
but you ſhall percezve it either by [the ſtifnels of the joyat, 
or elſe you ſhall find the place tobe hot and burning;it thepan 
ſhall lye in the Nifling place, :it.1s manifeſtly diſcoveredby 
his gate, - for ther you may perceive hin in his going;to.caſt 
the {tifle joynit outward, and'you may plainty fee the bone.on 
the inſide tobe bigger thenthe other, beſides, his toe will hard- 
1y touch the ground. If it be inthe hip, which.is upon the 
fide of the buttock, and if the hurt or wrench be newly tak- 
en, you ſhall eaſily know it, in that the Horſe will go fide- 
Jong like a Crab, not being able fo well to follow: witltthe. 
grieved leg as he can do with the other. Notwithſtandingit 
it be a hurt taken long before, you ſhall perceive the Hip 
to be faln lower then the other, and the fleſh roſhrink, youmay 
alfo perceive it the better, as by going up a hill, or upon 


yielding ground, by reaſon he cannot go with fo great caſe, 


3s when he, goeth upon even or plain ground. But thebetter 


to difcover in-what part behind the grief lyeth, let his Keep- | 


er take him out of the Stable in a long rein or coller-halter, 
and let him run him in his hand the full length of the rein, for 
that in which leg ſoever the grief is, you. ſhall perceive him to: 
favour it, but if you find him to go upright, without favour- 
ing any leg, then let your man take bis back, and ride hun ant 
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a good trot or hand gallop, till-he be warmed, then ſet him 
up andlet him ſtand an hour or two till he be cold, then take 
him forth again, and let your man trot him in his hand at the 
end of the Rein as he did before, andthus you ſhall perceive 
him to halt and complain, and well obſerving him and his gate 
or going, you may eaſily find the place grieved. And ifany 
lameneſs whether before or behind, do-proceed from any hot 
cauſe,then you ſhall beſt know it,for that the more you travel 
or exerciſe lim, and the warmer he is, - the more he will halt. 
But if his grief ſhall proceed from any cold cauſe, then will he 
halt moſt, being cold after he hath been travelled and ſet up

Hippoſ. Of this malady we have ſundry ſorts and degrees, 
unto which albeit we do give ſeveral names, nevertheleſs they 
be all in effect but one and the ſame diſeaſe, as Mules, Kibes, 
Rats-tailes, Crepanches, Pains, &c. every of which are none 
other thing but the very Scratches, being certain fcabs, which 
ingender betwixt the heel and the paſtern-joynt, and ſo. goeth 
many times above the paſtern, even up to the hoxgh, and albe- 
it you may have this ſorrance ſometimes upon all four /egs, yet. 
not 
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not ordinary, for that it breedeth moſt commonly in the hir- 
der legs,this is a noyſomeſorrance,& comes ſometimes through 
the negligence of the Groom, in that he doth not daily anoint 
the horſe bcels with ſtore of elvow-greaſe, ( as weterm it ) 
eſpecially after journeys and hard travel ; or when he brings 
his Zor/e 1n from water, and then doth not rub his /egs and 
| heels dry, for that the fand and durt doth burn and fret his 
beels, which do occaſion {wellings, and ſuch like ſwellings 
do occaſion the Scratches. It is thefefore requiſite that the 
Groom do clip away the long ſhag-hais from about the paſterrs 
( if he have any ) and ferlocks + as allo from the inſide of his 
ſegs, unto the bending of the kxzee, by means whereof he may 
the better keep the legs of his horſe from this diſeaſe, ſome- 
times.it alſo comes from the corruption of the blood after 
great heats and ſurfeits taken ; ſometimes again for that the 
horſe hath been bred in mariſh , fenny,and watery grownds,ſome- 
times it is ingendred from melancholly humours which do fall 
down to the legs and ſometimes by ſtanding continually upon 
his own 417g, which will through the heat'and ſteam thereof 
breed the Scratches without other help, and ſometimes again, 
the Scratches will fall down into the heels of the horſe and there | 
make its way forth after a deſperate ſickneſs taken by ſurfeit;. 
and laſtly it comes by reaſon the greaſe of the horſe had been 
molten by oaver-riding or labour, whereby the greaſe falleth: 
down and reſteth inthe paſtern and ferlocks, and ſo cauſeth the 
Scratches to be engendred. It beginneth firſt with a dry ſcab, 
and after it ſendeth forth fretting, watriſh, and matterative. 
Ruff, which will ſtink and be moſt noyſome, and his paſterns, 
and ferlock-joynts will be full of chaps and chinkes, ſometimes 
alalong,fometimes right down; and ſometimes over-thwart, 
and the places will ſwell, and the cracks or chinks will cauſe 
the legs to be very gourdy, and to run with much noyſome and 
offentive matter, and the Horſe will be many times fo lame, as 
not to be well able at firſt ſetting forth to go, but with much 
trouble, and no leſs pain, and by theſe very {igns you. ſhall 
know this malady : neither ſhall you want ſtore of receits 
wherewith to cure it; the French do call this. diicaſe grappes,' 4 
or grapes, and Invars, and Araiftes, as alfo ſuch other like; 
terms and epithetons, all which (as before is touched) ma kes, 
| but 
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but only one and the ſame diſeaſe : the firſt thing which is to 
be done towards the cure, is to bathe and waſh the places afl 
about, and then either to ſhave or clip away the hair yery 
cloſe, otherwiſe you can hardly make a perteCct cure thereof;

Take the ſpawnof Toads,which'in the beginning of arch 
you ſhall find in pools,ponds,ditches,and ſtanding water ; and

and nights,and this will cauſe the Sorrance to purge, and after 
heal it up very kindly: This I did never try.

condly in thathe is lately taken from graſs whilſt heis yet foul 
and foggy,before he be well enſa;med ; thirdly in that he hath 
been long kept & pampered in the Stable, without giving him 
breath or moderate exerciſe ; Fourthly, by being travelled 
beyond his ſtrength in longer journeys, and deeper ways then 
he is well able to perform; Fifthly it might be through the co- 
vetouſneſs or careleſneſs of his r#der, in not feeding or ſeeing 
him fed ſo well as was fitting; Sixthly and laſtly, by reaſon 
the Horſe might have ſome ſecret infirmity whereof his »4- 
fter might be ignorant. Wherefore if your horſe may happen 
in his travel to tire or faint, have patience with him, and do 
not force him beyond what he may be able to perform,either 
by ſpurring or beating him, like as many cholerick, and paſſio- 
nate people do uſually, but get —_ houſe or Inn ſo ſook

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as' conveniently you” may, when firſt you ſee him begin to- 
fink or to faint under you, ſet him pretently up, warm <loth- * 
ed, and well littered, that he take no cold, and lethis Keep- 
er or the Oftlerof the Inn rub and chate him all over with.

Hippoſ. As touching taking up of veins you 
ſhall underſtand, that it 1s a thing in many caſes ſo much be- 
hoofful, as that many:times the moſt exquiſite Farrier living 
ſhall not be able to perfect this cure, but by that way and 
means, or unleſs ſuch vej2s be either taken up, or ſome ways 
ſtopped Which are noxious to thecure,by feeding the malady 
with its peccant humours, the Farrier can never work by true 
art. Again, veins well: taken up do prevent many . maladies 
whereunto many Horſes are much more propenſe than others 
are. And laſtly; thetakingup of veinscureth ſome diſeaſes, 
which could otherwae never be cured. . For thetaking upof 
the thigh-veins, ſendeth away Spavens, Splents, Curbs, Ki- 
bed-heels, Swelled-legs, Scratches, Malenders Faricion in the 
legs, and thelike Sorrances ; beſides it cauſeth all pains,aches, 
ſtrains, ſtifneſs in-limbs, &c; Take np the:Shackle-weins, and 
it preventeth the Quitter-bone,: Ring-bone, ſwelling in the 
lower joynts, foundrings, &c. Wherefore foraſmuch asig- 
norant people, whatſoever opinion they may have of their 
ſuper-abundant sk1ll, yet are they very much to ſeek in that 
they do ſo much exclaim againit taking up of veins, abſurdly 
affirming it to be a great means of laming of horſes: but let 
them not miſtake themſelves, for aſfuredly it is the beſt and

Thus having inured him to his carriage , the next thing 
to be conſidered is how..to harden him, and'fo well acquaint 
him with the poſtures of War and WarlikeInſtruments,that he - 
will avide without he leaſt QZonſternation,the ndiſe of Guns, . 
glittering of Swords, or ratling of Spears, and: of theſe in 
their order. . | 
Firſt acquaint him with the Rod, ſo that he'may be in no 
wile. fearful thereof in any poſture, uſing it to all parts a- 
bout him, rarely keeping it out. of his ſight, when being fa- - 
-miliar therewith , let - ſome footman having a ſtaff in his - 
hand ftand in your. way, and as you move towaW him by 
degrees, let him offer at the Horſes Head ; upon which - 
-with gentle- incouragement oblige your horſe to move for- 
- ward, and retire back -as -you ſee occaſion, but 'not to toſs + 
-up his head, nor throw it on one fide, and by ſo uſing him of- - 
ten he will becomeleſs fearful. Be, 
When he dares indure the ſtaff, oblige him in like manner - 
to: abide the Sword , but: let that Party that holds the one 
-or the other beware he ſtrike him not, leſt-thereby he diſ- - 
'courage him and ſpoil-him for the. future: . This done, let - 
«divers perſons -ſtand'on Foot-.mm the' way , and -incounter * 
him with loud ſhouts, having Swords and Staves in their - 
hands, and by degrees. mend his pace a full Gallop, at what - 
| time - 
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' time let him break through them, whilſt they ſeem tore, 
' tire as in flight and confuſion, and by often ſo doing, he 
will he imboldened to make any attempt in charging, 

To make him ſo hardy, as to indure with patience the 


thundring of Cannons or noiſe of Drums and Trumpets ; 
let him go in the company of ſuch horſes as have been in- 
nured to the Wars, and coming into a narrow place, where 
divers perſons are planted with Drums, Trumpets, Muſ. 


- quets, : Piſtols and Blunderbuſes, force him on, whilſt they 
: give fire, beat the Drum, and ſound the Trumpet, and if 


he ſtart or recoil gently, draw him off, and face again, try. 
ing him the ſecond time, and ſo the third with encourage. 


ing Words and good Management, till by the example of 
.the-other Horſes he breaks through, and returns to the 
\ charge afreſh with like orgs the which he will in a ſhort 


time take pleaſure in. And thus much for the War-

If you deſign to trainup your Horſe for Hunting, bring 
him toa running pace, and Gallop more then uſualy ſwift, 
the former of which you may do by leading him in a long 
Snaffle, and running with him in your hand, whilſt one 
with a Whip follows you; when having praCtifſed it often, 
mount his Back with ſharp Spurs and a ſteady Bit, then 
ride him ſomewhat up Hill, and then fiercely upon the, Plain, 
ſuffering him. to have at one time more Weight then at ano- 


ther, that ſo he may ( finding himſelf light ) run with plea- 


ſure, olerving always how he takes up his Legs, and that 
he throw not up his hinder parts, go outwards nor inter- 
fere;z having . brought him by often uſe to a ſwift pace, 
commonly called a Racking-pace , uſe. him to the Gallop, 
making him fall often out of the one into the other, Gal- 
loping him moderately upon all grounds as well high as 
low, often riding amongſt the Brakes, Buſhes and Bryers, 
that he may neither ſtart at them nor ſhun them upon oc- 
caſion, and coming into a plain Field where the Ground.is 


* ſoft, let two men hold a Pole a conſiderable highth between 


them, over which oblige: him to leap, and if he chance to

in a long Rein, and ſometimes fitting on his Back; till he 
is apt to take the leap; the which you may oblige him to,

Horſes that have been 
trained up to the ſport, and at any time when you ride 
out on that occaſion, give him the powder of Licoriſh and 
Cummin-ſeed, made up into a Ball to the Weight of two 
ounces, withſ{weet Butter,and the juyce of Sage, and after.it a 
pint of hot Ale or Beer, and it will wonderfully prolong 
his Breath, and prevent him from tiring. | 

For Travel if you deſign your Horſe, you muſt in ſome 
meaſure acquaint him with the Trot, the Amble, the Gal- 
lop and Racking-pace, that by falling out of. one into the 
other as well as he'can, he may take the advantage of all 
ways, and mightily eaſe himſelf when to make him hold his

A Horſe may baye 
an Evil Mouth divers ways, as when his Chin or Beard, 
where the' Kerb ſhould lye js too hard; or the like may 
happen .-in' the place where the Bit and: Kirb- ſhould 
wie ge? contrary-wiſe both thoſe, and the Tongue may -be

little; or his Jaws too thick or great, of which. canſes-do

ny. uſe rough and ſharp Bits, which inſtead of reducing the - 
horſe to. a better temper, quite ſpoil his Mouth ; therefore - 
according to my. opinion, the beſt way that may. or can be 
uſed, is to.anojnt or waſh the horſes mouth, -in caſe of hard- 
neſs, with, Honey , Hogs-lard,.
